Summer Squash 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCoy 


The summer squash is a member of the 
gourd family, along with cucumbers and 
melons. It is the same as the vegetable marrow 
of Europe and Canada, and is almost exactly 
like the edible gourds used in Spain and India 

As one cook has said, “Summer squash is 
mostly water — but what 
water!” For this reason it 
makes a good cleansing, cool- 
ing summer vegetable. It is 
a very delicious addition to 
the everyday diet. Summer 
squash may be secured in 
most parts of the country 
during the season and should 
be used as much as possible 
when available.

One particular kind of little summer squash 
called Italian squash or Zucchini is green with 
stripes. Inside it is yellowish to white. It is 
used a great deal in Italy. These squashes may 
not be obtained in every market but they are 
finely flavored when used young and are tender 
and of delicate taste. Summer squash are 
classed with the alkaline foods. 

Squash has a number of qualities to 
mend it to the cook. It does not cost much, and 
does not take long to cook. Since it cooks very 
quickly it does not warm up the kitchen on a 
summer day. It needs no leng preparation as 
the skin mashes up easily when cooked. The 
seeds are left in it. It should be washed, diced, 


com- 


and cooked in very little water, just enough to 


cover it so that too much of the flavor does not 
cook out into the water. If carefully watched it 
is often possible to cook squash by cutting it up 


and adding no water at all, using a little butter 


instead. Squash cooked in this way will be 


sweeter and will lack that watery flavor which 
clings to a squash which has gone to a watery 
grave in the pan before it reaches the table. 


Most summer squash is cooked in teo much 
water which renders it tasteless and unpal- 
atable. 

As summer squash is a non-starchy vege- 


table it may be combined with almost any other 
kind of food, and it, therefore, lends itself easily 
to many mixtures with other vegetables.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1847 the Can- 
ce Company be- 
gan business at Hamilton. It was 
founded by Hugh C. Baker, af- 
terwards manager of the first 
telephone exchange in Canada 
He had shown his own faith in 
the principle of life insurance by 
travelling to New York to be ex- 
amined for a British coms 
doing the journey by horse 
stage coach 

The first policy was issued Oc- 
tober 29 following. Total receipts 
for the first year were £2,153, with 
expenses of only £380 so that, as 
stated in the first annual rcport, 
the company was “placed in a 
position at its first annual meet- 
ing which is unexampled in the 
history of life insurance, that of 
having realized profits without 
having included the value of the 
risks alr2ady earned 

Baker had a_ difficult time 
preaching life insurance; people 
were hard to cony nce; “the com- 
pany encountered coldness where 
t have expected cordiality

paper money instead; which was 
perfectly good financing. 
Immediately an era of great 
prosperity sprung up on _ both 
Mars and the Earth. On Mars, 
because now they had more of the 
necessities, comforts and luxuries 
of life than they had ever had 
before; and on the earth because 
now they had purchasing power 
distributed among the producers

there were actually less goods on 
the Earth than there would have 
been had they kept them all in- 
stead of shipping some to Mars. 
The strange thing about the 
whole business and something 
which nobody was ever able to 
clearly understend was the ex- 
planation of the bankers that it 
was perfectly sound financing to 
issue paper money in respect to 
the gold dust that was received 
from Mars; but it would have 
been disastrous “Inflation” to have 
issued paper money in respect to 
the goods for which the gold dust 
had been received in exchange.

or Tools to Give Service 


NELSON, B.C., Aug, 21.—“I'm 
not protecting selfish, avaricious 
and gteedy men who are operat 
ing under the capitalist system, 
but I am not going to denounce 
that system because some under 
it do things they should not do 
and that are not fundamental to 
the system,” Hon, Hl. H. Stevens, 
minister of trade and commerce, 
stated in an address here last 
night. 

Who are the capitalists? he asked 
And replied to his own question 
“Every farmer who ha a fence 
around a piece of land and owr 


some implements and stock So is 
the garage-keeprr ho has ymme 
tools Or the grocer, or the dry 
good merchant, or anyone who 
possesses anything with which to 
perform service.” 

INSURANCE PROBLEM 

One of the largest outgrowths of 

pitalism was the insurance con 
panie But of their total earnings 
only two and one-half per cent 
went to stock-holders There were 
more than ,000,000 life insurance 
policies in force in Canada which 
would be wiped out if capitalism 
were arbitrarily abolished 

Of much the same nature were 
the banks. The money they loan- 
ed was made up ef an infinite 
number of individual deposits by 
Canadian citizens, the benk 
capital ‘being only a very small 
prepertion. Every depositor was 
a capitalist. 

Under any democratic form of 
government accumulation of cap- 
ital was bound to occur, because 
ownership of property was inher- 
ent to democracy. Neither a state 
socialism as in Russia, nor a Mus 
solini dictatorship as in Italy, could 
give the results from. capitalists 
that a free democracy cou'd 
CONDEMNS UNFAIR 

While defending individual ow- 
| peraiue and liberty of action under 
which, he said, the average Cen- 
|i qualified as a capitalist, Mr 
| Stevens condemned such business 

had used their opportunities to 


lbecome wealthy through unfair 
| competition and by abuse of the 


producers or the workers. 

Mr. Stevens urged the way to 
change the present system into what 
it should be was by the Biblical 
j ideal of “here a little and there a 
| tittle,” making changes that would 
do away with abuses while retain- 
ing the vast uses 

He referred to business practices 
uncovered by the price spreads and 
mass buying inquiry. “I suppose I 
shall be pilloried for this,” he re- 
marked when referring to various 
things disclosed.

Each individual, working in the 
orbit of his own influence, could do 
a little to better conditions, and the 
sum would be much. On the other
